A 23-yea r-old man who had 
led the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation on a futile search 
for a supposed friend of Lee , 
Harvey Oswald was arrested/ , 
yesterday on a charge of giving 
false information. 

Stephen H, Landesberg- of 66 ' 
West 10th Street was later 
committed by Federal Judge 
John M, Cannella to Bellevue 
Hospital for ten days for psy- 
chiatric examination. 

Landesbe:;g, also known, as 
Stephen Yves HEandesV and,^ 
James F. Rizzuto was dis- 
charged from the Marine Corps . 
after eight months for a physi- 
cal disabiU'.y. His service con- ' 
duct was officially described as 
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"'bizarre’* and "unu.sual.” 

On Nov. 23, the day after the 
assassinaticn of President Ken- 
nedy, Landesberg went to the - 
New York office of the F.B.I. 
He said his name was Rizzuto 
and he had served with Oswald 
and L’Eandes in the Marines. 
He said L’Eandes was a paid 
agitator. A t least once, he saif.. 
Oswald photographed a disturli- 
ance created by L’Eandes. 

The ageiicy began an inten- 
sive seardi for L’Eandes ir 
Greenwhich Village only to dis-' 
cover, it; said,, that Landesberg, 
L’Eandes and Rizzuto were 
same person. 
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
